The  Henry  Jewett  Players  to  Appear  in  the  Famous 
Augustin  Daly  Farcical  Comedy 


The  plot  and  the  dialogue  of 
“A  Night  Off,”  which  is  to  be 
acted  at  the  Copley  by  the  Henry 
Jewett  Players,  is  one  of  con- 
tinuous and  irresistible  merri- 
ment. In  the  days  when  Augus- 
tin Daly’s  company  was  at  the 
height  of  its  celebrity,  it  was

The  culminating  point  is 
reached  in  the  third  act,  where 
the  various  members  of  the  pro- 
fessor’s family,  anxious  to  see 
the  first  performance  of  the 
play,  try  to  get  out  of  the  house 
in  order  to  attend  the  theatre. 
The  professor’s  wife  has  ar- 
ranged for  a reception  for  the 
very  same  evening.  But  she  is 
circumvented,  and  the  height  of 
the  merriment  is  reached  when 
the  members  of  the  professor’s 
family  return  home  after  the 
performance.  The  result  of  his 
efforts  as  a dramatist  is  mirth- 
provoking  in  the  extreme. 

“Fun  makes  its  appearance  as 
soon  as  the  curtain  rises  on  the 
first  act,”  wrote  one  critic.  “It 
has  a prominent  place  in  the  sec- 
ond act,  it  revels  in  the  third, 
and  it  pervades  even  the  closing 
scene.  The  comedy  is  brimful 
of  the  cleanest  and  most  spark- 
ling humor,  and  runs  in  an  hil- 
arious grove  from  start  to  finish. 
The  audience  assists  as  a laugh- 
ing chorus,  and  has  its  time  well 
occupied  in  fulfilling  its  duty. 
Fun  from  the  first  to  the  last 
bubbles  up  clear  and  delightful 
with  a natural  life  such  as  is 
found  in  a fountain  whose  crys- 
tal sprays  leap  high  from  strong 
pressure.”
